Labor Day-Its History 


and Significance 


Growth of the Labor Sentiment «nd Organization 


Tbroufhout the United States. 


LaV>r dsy has com* generally to be 


regarded as a national holiday, al- 
though, as a matter of fact It Is a legal 
holiday by virtue of the various state 
aa! territorial legislatures, la effect. 
It Is a national concession of one iiy 
of -pomp aad eircnmstaacs" la labor's 
long year of dusty toil. Th* day hai 
been cot only almost universally rec- 
ognized by the various states aad ter- 
ritories, but In the majority of cases, 
the labor celebrations occur at the 
tame time, oa the first Jloaday In Sep- 
tember, a symbol of the general catty 
cf purpose of labor organizations. This 
concord, which his djubtless done the 
most ta give the day Its national as- 
pest, was the result of a resolution 
offered by George It. LJoyd at a gener- 
al aasemsly cf the Knljhts of Labor

at New York city In 1531. la effect 
that all labor pirides shoull there- 
after occur oa the first Monday la 
September. Thii was before labor wai 
accorded the honor ot a holiday la any 
part of the country. After ths pass- 
age of the resolution worVisgmea's 
organizations throughout the land be- 
gin agitation to Induce state legisla- 
tures to make the day a legal hoiiJay. 


The Colorado legislature wai the 


first to take action acd the first Mon- 
day la September. 1S37. became. In Col- 
orado, the first legal Labor cay ever 
celebrated. Three or four of ths east- 
ern states sooa followed and cow near- 
ly all of the states and territories have 
committed themselves. 


The present labor movement Is the 


United States and Canada received its 
tint real Impetus with the organiza- 
tion of the Knights ot Labor in 1SCJ. 
although the first trades union in the 
United States wu established as early 
as 1303 by the tailors. Politics at that 
time appeared to offer the most cer- 
tain field for labor reforms and politi- 
cal organizations of laboring men were 
cot uncommon at the end of the first 
quarter of the century. In 1JJ3 a dele- 
gate waj elected to the Xew York 
state assembly on a worklngmen's 
ticket and a few years later the general 
trades uaioa of Xew York city wai 
successful ia electing Us representative 
ta congress. Various minor political 
movements were coincident, about this 
time, with the formation of a more 
concrete labor sentiment and out of 
political activity, at different points 
grew various municipal federations or 
trails unions. In 1831 a local unloa 
cf printers was organized anl this wai 
folio* ed by the lauathiag of other 
caloai. 


A distinctive movement for reform 


la the line of m>iera trales unionism 


S.IMUEI, 
of t!i* Aicrricaa Ftderi'.loa el 


was startej at I'tlca, N. T, la I!J«. 
whea at a convention of mechanics a 
protest wai adopted againit the em- 
ployment of prison labor In competi- 
tion with free workmen. Bat th:s 
mild protest for fairer dealing wai f al- 
lowed by few events of Importaace to 
labor for 13 or 11 years, at the end of 
which time the Industrial Congress of 
the United States was held la New 
York, la ths year m». la this year. 
also, was organizes the New England 
Worklagmen'i association and the 
New England Protective caloa— organ- 
izations which appear to have stood 
for almost everything aaj anything 
that promised * change and to mem- 
tenhlp la which any persoa of proper 
ace. male or female, wai admitted. 


The wide latitude of thes« associa- 
tions apparently did much to encour- 
age the establishment ot the numer- 
ous narrower and 
specific 
trades 


cclons which subsequently spmag cp 
la all parts of the country. Those in- 
terested la the labor movement of ths 
time as thinkers anj leaders begaa to 
perceive la thi* Inclination ta aarrcw- 
cess the menace of final dissolatioa. 
acd the necessity ot a national body 
begaa agala to be discussed. As a re- 
sult ths National Labor caloa was 
orcaslzeJ. but Its «2jrts were largely 
diverted to political ends, with ths re- 
sult that ths hopes of Its fozaders 
wert cever realized. 


Bat ths seed of organized caloalssi 
vti town aal was likely ta sprout la 
al=.^t aay coraer. The ortnlzitija 


of the Knlthts of Labor was perfectel 
In secret la 1555 by ths leaders ot a 
dissolved local onfoa of garment work- 
ers la 
Philadelphia. This secrecy. 


which It was thought best to maiatala 
because labor organizations la the past 
hai failed by reason ot ths disapproval 
of employers, was so effectually coa- 
tlnced for U years that f«w oatsllen" 
fully ccderstoo-1 Its purpose. Member- 
ship In the society crew phenomenally, 
until ?w).<X» members were claimed. 
and branches existed la all parts ot 
the country. Admittance to the ordsr 
was granted, however, quite promlsca- 
ously, aal all persons over IS years ot 
sge. except liquor dealers. camVeri. 
bankers and lawyers were eligible. Th» 
government of th- organlzitloa was 
vested ia local, district state acl na- 
tional trade assemlii*s aad wai of a 
centralize! f^rci. But It did cot ai- 
ctjmpliih th* specific resylu aimed at 
by th* various trales. la courss cf 
tine, moreover. It aiiptei a political 
platform anJ tu alaas became too com- 
plex aal iavolved to suit some cf th» 
local unions. 


SeceJers from the Height] of Labor
